Signs Of A Better Era 

Th* pr od of prosperity now «o generally prevalent throughout C^ada 
and the Un. ted States and the marked nse m industrial activity in all lines 
all over th.s continent, and which is being felt to a steadily increasing 
extent in Great Britain and other European countries, seems to present to 
some ill-informed minds and agitators an opportunity to once again revive 
the old strike' weapon V hen times are hard, business depressed, with 
larjr number* of men unemployed and anxiously seeking work, the agitutor 
urging men rejoicing in employment to “strike" has a hard row* to hoe. but 
when business is brisk, the vast majority of men employed, and an increas¬ 
ing demand for labor, the agitator sees his opportunity to n.ake trouble. 

Fortunately. both employers and employees huve learned ironi past 
bitter experiences that industrial warfare does not pay, any more than does 
war between nations; that th< vic tor suffers almost as great damage as does 
the vanquished and the general public which after all is the greatest suf¬ 
ferer is now more and moi«* inclined to sternly oppose the calling of a 
“strike." 

Relations between the* bosses on the one side and the men on the other 
have been bettered and become more cordial in recent years through a real¬ 
ization cf a truth, which ought to have been recognised long ago, that, In the 
final analysis, their Interests arc common. Employers today do not regard 
their men as mere machines, but as real and active partners in the suc¬ 
cess of the business in which they are jointly engaged, and the average 
workman today recognizes that his employer has huge problems and dlfllcul- 
ties to face in successfully administering and maintaining his business in a 
highly organized and fiercely competitive world field. 

Recently an attempt was made to induce all the employees of the Tor¬ 
onto Street Railway system to go out on strike to enforce a series of de- 
:i. irds i.ade by them. To tie up the strcK railway system in a city like 
Toronto would be a public calamity, resulting in great inconvenience to 
everybody and an enormous loss to the entire community. The Toronto 
street railway is municipally owned, that is. it belongs to all the people. 
The management pointed out that to meet the men's demands would necessi¬ 
tate an increase in fares. This brought the issue right home to every resi¬ 
dent. and particularly to all classes of workmen in the city who arc among 
the principal users of the cars. Had the system been privately owned, peo¬ 
ple would probably have felt that any increased expense to meet the men's 
demands could be met out of profits, and that any increase in fares was un¬ 
necessary, but in a municipally-owned system, operated to provide service 
rather than to accumulate profits, the statement of the management was 
accepted not as a bluff, and that cither increased fares, or operating deficits 
to be made up out of increased taxes, must result. 

So, when the matter of calling a “strike" finally came to a vote of the 
mtrevl ruilwuy t'mployccs, the men themeclvcff rejected it by a ten to 
one vote in favor of arbitration, a very healthy indication of sane thinking 
on the part of the men and of the present trend of public sentiment. 

Another Toronto labor incident may be cited as indicating the newer 
and more reasonable point of view' now actuating labor men. Structural 
steel workers on three of the largest buildings in the city went on strike to 
compel their employers to establish a closed 3hop and employ only union 
men. which would be a reversal of the Company’s policy during the last 
forty years of making no distinction between union and non-union men but 
treating them all frankly and alike. The steel workers have sought to in¬ 
duce other branches of the building trades to go on strike in sympathy with 
them, but without success, and even the International Union, it is under¬ 
stood, refuses to endorse the attitude of the strike! s. 

The fact is becomingly increasingly evident that in this age the 
bludgeon methods of war arc growing more and more in disfavor, no matter 
in what direction or cause they may be employed. People are becoming 
more insistent all the time that causes of dispute, whether between nations, 
or in the industrial arena, or between individuals, be settled through the or¬ 
derly processes of law* and arbitration, and not by flying at each other’s 
throats and engaging in combat in which countless thousands of absolutely 
innocent persons are made to suffer.

Letters From British Isles Delivered 
From One To Four Days Karller 
Letter mall from the British Isles 
and Europe will be brought from one 
to four days quicker to Canada 
through the Canadian Air Mail Ser¬ 
vice. recently inaugurated. 

The Canadian Post Ofllce Depart¬ 
ment, following successful experi¬ 
ments made last year, has entered 
into contracts for the conveyance of 
mail by air, to and from trans-At¬ 
lantic steamers. Incoming steamers 
are met at Rimouski on the River St. 
Lawrence nnd letter mail is taken off 
and despatched by airplane to Mon¬ 
treal, Ottawa nnd Toronto. Mails 
for western points are carried in the 
plane to Toronto and from there sent 
on by train. 

The advance In delivery is from 
twenty-four to seventy-two hours, 
depending on the time of arrival of 
the steamer, train connections, etc. 

On outgoing steamers a supple¬ 
mentary despatch is given to busi¬ 
ness correspondence by direct air 
service from Toronto, Ottawa, Mon¬ 
treal to Rimouski, where this mail 
is placed on a steamer sailing from 
Montreal or Quebec several hours 
previously. In this way a supple¬ 
mentary despatch is given to letters 
which would otherwise have had to 
wait the next outgoing steamer sail¬ 
ing perhaps three or four days later. 

Although the Air Mail Service as 
at present operating is primarily in¬ 
tended to speed up the transmission 
of European mail, advantage is tak¬ 
en of the existing service to carry 
specially marked inter-city mail be¬ 
tween Ottawa. Montreal and Toronto. 
No extra postage is charged on let¬ 
ters carried by the air mail.

Movement To Have Free Treatment 
Of All Patients At the Public 
Expense 

The annual meeting of the Sas¬ 
katchewan Anti-Tuberculosis League 
was held at the Sanatorium. Fort 
Qu'Appelle, on Thursday, June 14th. 

In addition to the routine business, 
Mr. A. B. Cook, the president and 
managing director, briefly outlined 
the work of the League to date, and 
stressed the imperative necessity of 
extending the activities of the League 
along preventive lines, such as the 
examination of known "Contact 
Cases.” He pointed out that at pres¬ 
ent no funds were available for this 
work, and that It had been decided, 
this year to proceed with the sale of 
Anti-Tuberculosis Christmas Seals, 
as was doAe in the other provinces 
of the Dominion nnd in the United 
States, where funds for both cura¬ 
tive nnd preventive work are largely 
raised by this means. 

Mr. J. J. Lamb, Secretary of the 
Municipal Hail Insurance Associa¬ 
tion, and Mr. J. G. Knox, of Tuxford, 
Reeve of the Rural Municipality of 
Marquis No. 191, were elected to the 
Board of Directors to serve for a 
period of three years. 

Two resolutions passed at the last 
Annual Convention of the Saskatch¬ 
ewan Association of Rural Municipal¬ 
ities, dealing with free treatment and 
examination of school children, were 
read to the meeting and discussed 
In view of the fact that resolutions 
had also been passed by the United 
Farmers, Saskatchewan Branch, and 
by the Independent Order of the 
Daughters of the Empire, endorsing 
the principle of free treatment, these 
resolutions were heartily endorsed by 
the meeting. 

It was resolved that the Legisla¬ 
ture be petitioned to amend the San¬ 
atoria Act so that all classes of T.B. 
patients shall have free treatment 
available at the public expense. And 
further that same be paid: (a) 
Partly by the Government; (b) 
Partly by all Urban and Rural Mun¬ 
icipalities in the Province. 

It was further suggested that the 
share of responsibility be apportion¬ 
ed as follows: The Government to 
undertake all capital expenditure re¬ 
quired In furnishing the necessary 
sanatoria with their equipment, and 
also contribute toward the expense 
of care and treatment of $1,000 per 
hospital day, and the balance of care 
and treatment cost to be paid semi¬ 
annually by all municipalities of our 
province on an equitable basis. Also 
that the Convention request the 
Provincial Government to enact Leg¬ 
islation making it compulsory that 
all children of school age be examin¬ 
ed for the diagnosis of tuberculosis 
and that subsequent to the first ex¬ 
amination. examinations be held un¬ 
der the direction of the Department 
of Public Health. 


By an order-in-council the Sas¬ 
katchewan Gasoline Act. 1928. has 
been amended to exempt all railway 
companies operating in Saskatch¬ 
ewan from payment of the tax. 

Last year 63,000 British subjects 
from the United Kingdom were 
helped by the Government to settle 
overseas, states the "Oversea Set¬ 
tler.” 

Negotiations for trade treaties 
with several foreign countries, in¬ 
cluding Newfoundland, will be enter¬ 
ed by the Canadian Government dur¬ 
ing the present year.

The next morning saw us out ev*n 
earlier. At 8.30 we w*ere viewing the 
Snow Hill Police Station adjoining 
Smithfleld Market, the finest police 
Btation in Great Britain, yet, not¬ 
withstanding its modernity, spacious¬ 
ness and hygienic advantages and ihe 
interesting pictures of lovely ladies 
which we found in the policemen's 
recreation room, none of us really 
wished to stay. 

From this last word In police sta¬ 
tions %ve went to the smoke houses 
and provision establishment ot 
Messrs. George Bowles, Nlcholls A 
Co., Ltd., where w’e were shown sides 
of bacon from twelve countries, in¬ 
cluding Canada. Mr. George J. Nich- 
oll8. Managing Director, compared 
the various qualities. Canadian bacon, 
he said, was placed fourth in public 
favor. First English, then Irish, .next 
Danish, and then Canadian. Compari¬ 
son was also made with butter, 
cheese and eggs. Two Chinese eggs 
six years old weie broken and shown 
to be perfectly “fresh” so far as edi¬ 
bility was concerned. Both had large 
yolks and were examples of what 
eggs should toe. A good deal was 
learned from Mr. Nlcholls regarding 
the requirements of the British mar¬ 
ket and whose remarks brought forth 
many questions from the party. 

We were now taken In hand by the 
Central Markets Committee of the 
Corporation of the City of London, 
who showed us Smithlield Meat Mar¬ 
ket nnd Spitalfields Fruit and Veget¬ 
able Market including the extensions 
which are being made to the latter 
at a cost of $10,000,000. We had 
scarcely time to reflect upon the his¬ 
tory of this seven-hundred-yenrs-old 
market-place, the largest meat mar¬ 
ket in the world, except to recall here, 
that Wat Tyler was slain by Sir Wil¬ 
liam Walworth in the presence of 
King Richard IT., and that it had been 
the scene of the burning of Protes¬ 
tant martyrs, for soon we were trav¬ 
elling through aisles of meat which 
never seemed to end. There were 5,- 
000 tons upon the hooks. All this 
meat had come into the market that 
morning and would be out of it by 
three that afternoon! Such is the 
meat-consuming power of Greater 
London. One of the secrets of the ex¬ 
peditious handling of meat is the 
Great Western Railway's depot which 
lies immediately below the market, 
obviating the carting of meat through 
the streets. Access from the depot to 
the market is by two hydraulic lifts 
from each of which 100 to 150 sides 
of beef can bo cleared every hour. 
Every facility was aflorded for ask¬ 
ing questions of anybody in the mar¬ 
kets. both meat and fruit and veget¬ 
able, and a mass of information was 
obtained having a direct be.aring on 
the marketing of Canadian products. 

After three hours of tireless in¬ 
vestigation we were ready for the 
Mansion House and the reception of 
the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress, 
Sir Charles and Lady Ratho. In this 
Imposing house, where since the 18th 
century, the Lord Mayors of London 
have received kings, princes, states¬ 
men .and other representatives from 
all lands, we were given a cordial 
welcome and made to feci at home. 
During a pleasant and privileged 
half hour we were shown the old 
kitchens with the spits on which 
used to be roasted barons of beef, en¬ 
tertained in the great Egyptian Hall, 
and accorded a view of the City’s 
gold plate. 

Leaving the Mansion House with 
some regret at the shortness of the 
stay, we made the brief walk to the 
Guildhall as guests of the Central 
Markets Committee. 

We entered tine Guildhall with a 
feeling akin to reverence. If London 
is the heart of the Empire, the Guild¬ 
hall is the heart of London. It has 
been tlie centre of stirring episodes 
throughout many centuries and the 
pillars of the Great Hall which were 
licked by flames to a height of thirty 
feet, still bear the marks of the 
Great Fire of London. Here the 
great Images Gog and Magog are 
still on guard, ami in this room on 
July 29th, 1915, Sir Robert Borden 
was accorded the Freedom of the 
City of London, and tribute was paid 
to tlie gallant and tenacious defence 
of the Canadian Force in the Second 
Battle of Ypres. 

Our luncheon table was set In the 
famous Art Gallery, a colorful sur¬ 
rounding of rare historic and rich 
artistic interest. It was fitting that 
Alderman W. P. Neil should preside 
at a luncheon to Canadian farmers 
for he was foremost in the efforts 
which secured the abolition of the 
embargo on Cunadiun cattle. With 
us was the High Commissioner, Mr. 
Larkin. The principal toast was "The 
Great Dominion of Canada,” in reply 
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ert Henderson, of the_ St. Thomas 
Timcli-Journal, St. Thomas, Ontario, 
for the best editorial published in 
any daily paper, while Miss May 
Stuart Clendenan, of the Farmers’ 
Advocate, London, Ontario, took the 
leading place in the weekly paper 
section in English. The other bright 
and clever people who won honors 
and prizes were: Second for dailies, 
H. B. Christie, The Expositor. Brant¬ 
ford, Ontario. Third, Miss Kenneth 
M. Haig, Manitoba Free Press, Win¬ 
nipeg. Manitoba. It Is worthy of 
note that Miss Clendenan is the 
present president of the Canadian 
Women’s Press Club, while Miss 
Haig is a past president. 

Prizes for the weekly papers in 
English: second. C. J. Allbon, The 
Asquith Record, Asquith, Saskatch¬ 
ewan; Thirds C. W. Peterson. Tho 
Farm and Ranch Review, Calgary, 
Alberta. 

For the French section, prizes 
were awarded respectively to Adju- 
tor Savard, La Patrie, Montreal, 
P.Q.; J. M. Estival, La Soliel, Quebec, 
P.Q.; and to Charles Gautier, Le 
Droit, Ottawa. Ontario. 

The judges for the English section 
formed into an adjudicating commit¬ 
tee headed by Dr. James W. Robert¬ 
son. chairman of the Central Coun¬ 
cil of the Canadian Red Cross So¬ 
ciety were: Dr. Lome Pierce, Editor, 
the Ryerson Press, Toronto; J. F. B. 
Llvesay. general manager, Canadian 
Press, Toronto; J. M. Elson, Cana¬ 
dian Author’s Association, Toronto; 
Professor G. M. Wrong, History 
Dept., University of Toronto. 

For the French section the adjudi¬ 
cators were: Mr. Leon Lorraine, of 
the Commercial High Studies School, 
Montreal; Mr. Robert Choquette, 
professor of the University of Mon¬ 
treal, and Dr. Victor Morin, past 
president of the Canadian Authors’ 
Association. 

The contest was entered by slxty- 
one papers, but dozens more contrib¬ 
uted editorials without actually en¬ 
tering the contest.

Florence Nnghtin- 
gale, however, was publicly acknow¬ 
ledged by Dunant in a speech in Lon¬ 
don in 1872, as having been his in¬ 
spiration.

Found Seal-Fishing Good Along Went 
Coast Of Vancouver 
Fur seals have been unusually 
plentiful this season along the west 
coast of Vancouver Islund, and the 
Indian, to whom pelagic scaling is 
permitted if guns are not used, have 
brought in a large number of skins 
for sale. The price is high and some 
of the hunters have been making big 
profits. 

The weather was stormy at times, 
and the Indians, in the frail dugout 
canoes, had no easy time during the 
hunt, but are well pleused as the sal¬ 
mon fishing has not been any too 
good owing to the rough seas. 


Put Trout In Mountain Lake 


Experiment In Fish Culture Is Done 
Successfully In Jasper Park 

After a journey of at least two 
thousand miles the largest group of 
United States Immigrants that ever 
settled in Canada has established its 
home in Jasper National Park. 

During? week-end 200,000 

Brook trout lingerlings, all the way 
from Creco, Pennsylvania. were 
placed in the water of Maligne Lake. 
They came to Canada last winter as 
eggs and for months they have been 
carefully nursed in a hatchery espe¬ 
cially constructed for them. Her¬ 
bert Davis, one of the park wardens, 
whose charge they were, watched 
them grow from eggs to fish, kept 
the coll water running at the proper 
temperature, and when they were big 
enough to eat fed them chopped liv¬ 
er. They were brought from Penn¬ 
sylvania to Jasper by Canadian Na¬ 
tional Express, and were transferred 
to Maligne Lake by pack horse, wag¬ 
on and automobile. There was no 
difficulty, in these last 35 miles to 
keep the tins in which they floated 
constantly moving, and they made 
the journey without mishap. The 
water of the lake was tested before 
they were lowered into it, and they 
showed themselves acclimatized Im¬ 
mediately. Oliver Bright of the Do¬ 
minion Hatchery at Fort Qu'Appelle, 
superintended operations and War¬ 
den Davis kept watch over his pets 
until he saw’ them safe In their new 
home. The stocking of Maligne Lake 
with trout is one of the experiments 
being made in glacial waters by the 
Dominion Government. 


Would Suit the Boys 


Old French Manual Advised Against 
Washing the Face 
This is from a French manual for 
the guidance of youth, lirst publish¬ 
ed in 1713, which ran through 50 
editions In the course of the Eigh¬ 
teenth Century. "For the sake of 
cleanliness It is well to rub the face 
every morning with a white towel in 
order to remove the dirt. It is not 
advisable to wash with water, for 
this exposes the face to the chills of 
winter and the heats of summer.” A 
similar work published in 1607, 
warns children that "to wash the face 
in water injures the eyesight, brings 
on toothaches and colds, and engen¬ 
ders pallor.”

General Nobile Rescued 
By Airplane After Long 
Wait On Ice Fields 


■ 


Kind's Day, Spitsbergen. General 
Umberto Nobile, who led Id men to 
the top of the world, has been res¬ 
cued. Seriously injured at the hour 
ol his release after a month s battle 
against the treacherous ice forest of 
the north, the commander of the 
wrecked dirigible Italia was brought 
out of the wilderness of ice by the 
Swedish aeroplane Upland late Sat¬ 
urday. lie was taken to the steam¬ 
ship “Quest” in Hinlopen Straits and 
later transferred by aeroplane to the 
Ultta Di Milano, mothership of the 
Italia. 

Later messages from the Citta Di 
Milano stated that a second member 
of the Italia's crew, Chief Engineer 
Natale Ceccione, had been rescued 
when the Upland made another trip 
to the camp on the rapidly breaking 
ice cakes. Ceccione was injured when 
the dirigibble crashed. 

For a month the men of Nobile s 
party kept in irregular touch with 
the world, urging that plans for res¬ 
cue be rushed. 

A week ago two rescue 'planes 
flew over their tiny camp and failed 
to sight them. Two days later an¬ 
other 'plane directed by Nobile's 
wireless found the marooned men 
and dropped supplies. The flyers 
said they could find no place for a 
landing. 

For a few days the situation was 
relieved and then the ice cakes, 
which threatened disaster since the 
Italia was wreked, began to break 
up. Hourly the peril of the isolated 
men increased until Saturday the ice 
was moving freely in a choppy sea. 

Then Saturday night the stranded 
men saw a 'plane dropping down to 
their camp, where a tiny tent paint¬ 
ed red, guided the rescuer. It was 
a dangerous landing but a Swedish 
pilot who was willing to risk every¬ 
thing. dared the brisk wind which 
washed huge ice cakes about near 
the little camp. 

From the camp five men fought 
their way to the 'plane. Five men 
joyfully hailed the first of the many 
willing fliers who had sought them 
out. 

The ice danger, ignored in the con¬ 
fusion and excitement of the rescue, 
was suddenly upon them and Nobile 
was caught in the tossing mass. 

When the others reached the side 
of the commander they found him 
suffering from a broken leg and 
other injuries which made it advis¬ 
able that he be taken back at once. 

Gladly the others saw' the motors 
of the big ’plane turn slowly, then 
beat in regular rhythm. The craft 
skilfully navigated another run and 
soared into the air, shot swiftly away 
to the south. 


Scottish Youths For Canada 

Inspector ('omen To Dominion To 
Study Conditions Hero 

Toronto.- James M. Maltman ia 
relief inspector of the Glasgow. Scot¬ 
land, parish council. Interest in mi¬ 
gration problems affecting the old 
country has brought him to Canada* 
for the purpose of studying condi¬ 
tions as they have to do with youths 
who come out under the land settle¬ 
ment act. 

‘ There are 8,000 people in our par¬ 
ish receiving relief," he said. “We 
quite appreciate that migration to 
Canada is not a solution to our pro¬ 
blem, but we do feel that many 1 
Scotch lads, after they are hand¬ 
picked. tested and trained in farm 
work, may make good settlers for 
Canada. « 

“We are most particular as to 
what type of boy we train and never 
accept those who have been in a re¬ 
formatory or are of doubtful charac¬ 
ter." He brought out with him 30 
youths wlio are already placed on 
farms in the Dominion. 


Privy Council Ruling 
Important To Dominions 

Judgment Rendered In Regard To 
Writ Of Habeas Corpus 

London.— A judgment of grnve 
constitutional Importance to Ills 
Majesty’s subjects in Britain and tne 
overseas Dominions has been render¬ 
ed by the judicial committer of the 
Privy Council on an appeal from Ni¬ 
geria. 

In effect, Their Lordships decided 
that although by the Judicature Act, 
various courts have been combined 
into one higfi court, each judge of 
that court still has jurisdiction to 
entertain an application for writ of 
habeas corpus either in term time or 
vacation, and he is bound to hear and 
determine such application on its 
merits, notwithstanding any previous 
judicial findings. 

This principle must apply to the

There is every prospect 
that the present year will see im¬ 
portant developments in the financial 
relations between the Dominion and 
all the provinces as affecting the 
subsidies which are annually grant-!

Develop National 
Consciousness 

No Better Way Of Strengthening 
the Bonds Of Smpire 

Nearly a year ago Canadians in¬ 
dulged In the unusual pleasure of 
celebrating the natal day of the l>o- 
niinion. Before that there had been 
virtually no celebration although the 
day, being a holiday, was utilized for , 
purposes of recreation. It might have 
been supposed that there Was a lack 
of national sentiment, but this was 
disproved by the tremendous popular 
response to the appeal for a fitting 
celebration of the sixtieth nnniver- j 
nary. Young and old delved into the 
history of their country ami found 
that It was rich in romance and in¬ 
struction. A great volume of litera¬ 
ture illustrated this truth and also 
revealed the wealth of our natural 
resources anti the opportunities which 
lie before the rising generation. 

What seemed to be indifferent 01 
exessivc modesty in the past may be 
better described as nonchalance a 
habit of doing great things ami mak¬ 
ing very little fuss over them as if 
they were all in the day’s work. The 
pioneers who showed such marvelous 
industry, courage and patience in 
carving homes and farms out of the 
forests of old Cunada probably sel¬ 
dom thought of themselves as nation- 
builders. Having achieved so much 
with little guidance or help from the 
old governing classes, it was absurd 
that doubt should be cast upon their 
capacity for self-government. When 
that was conceded, it was found by 
experience that the instrument of 
government was imperfect and let! to 
friction and finally to deadlock. But 
instead of being discouraged, tCana¬ 
dian statesmen proceeded to work out 
a new constitution for themselves, 
and tiie fruit of their labors was the 
Confederation whose birth wc are 
again about to celebrate. 

it would be no exaggeration to say 
that Canadians have exhibited a gen¬ 
ius for sell-government. Formidable 
geographical difficulties have been 
overcome. Racial and religious dif¬ 
ferences which might have led to con¬ 
flict have been so managed that 
there is now a prevailing spirit of co¬ 
operation, unity and goodwill. In 
agriculture, manufacturing, mining, 
forestry, commerce and transporta¬ 
tion. enterprise and energy have pro¬ 
duced marvellous progress; and in 
education and other marks of civiliz¬ 
ation Canada takes a foremost place. 

Canadian national sentiment did 
not evaporate with the speeches and 
ceremonies of last year. It is not 
r. firework but a plant deeply rooted 
and steadily growing. It is con¬ 
structive, not destructive. Certain 
colonial-minded people show a curi¬ 
ous incapacity to realise the nature 
anti strength of this sentiment. They 
seem to identify love of Canada with

Tobacco Quality 

Depends On Curing 

Precautions Are Necessary To Pro¬ 
cure Beat ltcMiill* 

Tobacco, even of the best varieties, 
may be ever so well grown, but the 
value of the crop depends much on 
the manner in which It Is cured. Not 
only must the tobacco plants be well 
matured, but the crop must be care¬ 
fully handled to avoid Injury by 
bruising, and then it must be so 
spaced in proper curing barns as to j 
allow a good circulation of air 
through anti among the leaves.; 
There are some other precautions 
that arc necessary to avoid too much 
.sweating during what is termed the 
"browning” stage. The Tobacco Di¬ 
vision of the Experimental Farms 
has issued a hanger for the guidance 
of tobacco growers, especially begin¬ 
ners. giving hints on the handling of 
the crop, particularly alter it reaches 
the curing barns. This hanger which 
can be obtained from the Publica- j 
tions Branch of the Department of 
Agriculture, at Ottawa, gives advice 
on what to do when the weather Is 
exceptionally dry and also during 
long wet periods at the time of har¬ 
vesting. Under this lutter condition 
it is recommended to raise the tem¬ 
perature of the barn to about 90 de¬ 
grees by means of charcoal burners, 
oil burners, or open fires of some 
smokeless material. If more favor¬ 
able weather the ventilators must be 
operated so as to avoid too rapid 
drying. 

Continuous Wheat Growing 

Growing Wheat Without Rotation Is 
Poor Practice 

The growing of wheat continuous¬ 
ly on the same land year after year 
without any rotation, is very j>oor 
practice. To make a test of this 
system as compared with farming 
with a crop rotatiou, wheat was 
grown on two of the Experimental 
I Farms in the Western Provinces 
continuously year after year, with¬ 
out an application of any manure or 
fertilizers, on the same land for fif¬ 
teen years. At the Experimental Sta¬ 
tion. at Scott, Saskatchewan, the av¬ 
erage yield during this period was 
H.8 bushels to the acre, while at the 
Lethbridge, Alberta Station, it was 
13.1 bushels. While fair yields have 
been secured in favorable seasons by

Alaska By Airplane 

Alaska has found a new use for 
aeroplanes nnd, at the snm ©time, a 
valuable aid in its growing reindeer 
industry. 

Regular transportation of reindeer 
meat by aeroplane from this small 
native village in Northern Alaska 
has been started by the Arctic Pro¬ 
specting and Development Company 
of Fairbanks. 

A company ’plane, the Arctic Pro¬ 
spector, was the first ever seen 
there nnd was the first to transport 
reindeer meat in Alaska. By a coin¬ 
cidence. Pilot C. P. Crawford also 
brought the first meat sold by the I 
Shungnak Co-operative Company, I 
recently organized with the assist¬ 
ance of the Alaska division of the 
United States bureau of education. 

The natives were thrown into j 
great excitement by their first sight 1 
of an aeroplane, but experienced their 
greatest surprise when the 4hief of 
the Koyiikuk Indians, ancient ene¬ 
mies of the Shungnak Eskimos, 
climbed from the ’plane for a friend-^ 
ly visit. For years the Eskimos lmd | 
feared the Koyukuk tribe and as re¬ 
cently os two years ago maintained 
night guaids to warn against any at¬ 
tack.

Bulbs That Have Bloomed

Tulips May Be l/eft In the Ground 
For Several Seasons 

Tulips, daffodils and other flower¬ 
ing bulbs that are to be left in the 
ground year after year, should not 
be closely cut. Whether the bloom is 
to be cut for bouquet purposes or al¬ 
lowed to die on the stem, a few 
leaves should remain on the plant 
until the foliage has died down to a 
yellowed condition. The flowers of 
next year must come from new' bulbs 
that arc produced by the plant early 
In the season. If the tops or foliage 
are cut to the ground the bulbs do 
not form properly and will not bloom 
next season. Bulletin No. 93, of the 
Department of Agriculture, At Otta- j 
wa, entitled "Some Flowering 
Bulbs,” expresses the view that tu- 1 
lips may remain in the ground sev¬ 
eral years If the tops are cut off after 
the leaves mature. Tills practice may 
be followed for tw'o or three years { 
when the bulbs should be taken up 
nnd be planted out In the nursery 
row. At the Vancouver Island Ex¬ 
perimental Station the bulbs were 
taken up at any time from July 1 
to September, nnd stored In a shed 
shielded from the direct rays of the 
sun, there they may be kept at least 
moderately warm. The bulbs will 
then be in good condition for plant¬ 
ing out in October

Fire Is Greatest Menace To Forest 

If Timber Is Cut Nature Looks After 
Reforestation 

There la on oft-cxpresHcd anxiety 
over the tremendous demands that 
newspapers and other periodicals are 
making upon the forests, lest In a 
short time tho earth will bo shorn 
of all Its coniferous trees. But from 
such solicitude certain facts should 
give relief. 

With the plan of cutting, followed 
in the forests supplying pulp wood 
for newsprint, and the resultant na¬ 
tural reforestation theso forests 
should live for all time. The trans¬ 
mutation into pulp and then to news¬ 
print may go forward even beyond 
the present demands without impair¬ 
ment of tho supply which nature 
wMth an Amazing Industry is continu¬ 
ously manufacturing day and night, j 
through the seasons and through the 
years. 

So a tree suitable for newsprint 
may be said to serve its day and 
generation of human life and then 
in Its own mortality make way for | 
others of its kind that will servo the 
next in like manner. There need bo 
no concern over the great annual 
consumption of pulp -wood if only 
such a policy prevails as the govern¬ 
ments of Ontario and Quebec, nota¬ 
bly, are following with regard to 
their forests. 

The real menace to the forests Is 
Are. More timber is destroyed by 
ffre than is cut for the making of pa¬ 
per and probably for any other use-, 
ful purpose. There is nothing more j 
depressing In nature than great 
stretches of burned-over land tilled | 
with blackened skeletons of a forest 
or the decadent growth that follows ( 
a fire.

Jack Hammell 

The most amazing treasure hunt 
in the history of the world Is tak¬ 
ing place todAy In the Canadian 
North. It is n treasure hunt organ¬ 
ized like a punitive expedition with 
a battle line stretching from the Yu¬ 
kon to Ungava. Over two hundred 
prospectors have Joined in tho quest, 
in addition to geologists, engineers 
and guides. Units of the army will 
be moved hero and there across the 
pre-Canibrian shield by gigantic 
monoplanes. Sturdy whalers arc car¬ 
rying supplies into Hudson’s Ilay, 
and scows, loaded with provisions 
and gasoline, are being tracked up 
the rivers to northern bases. Thu 
battle of man versus the map is on. 

The commander-in-chief of the ex¬ 
pedition Is Jack Hammell, one of tho 
most colorful figures to come out of 
the north. For a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury Hammell has been a leading 
figure in mining circles, lie was re¬ 
sponsible for the staking nnd devel¬ 
opment of Flin Flon; he is president 
of Howey, Harker and Grecn-Stabel; 
he has grub-staked more prospectors 
than any dozen men put together— 
and he is still on the job. 

Hammell himself is directing op¬ 
erations at headquarters, but less 
than a mile awav his private plane 
is moored ready to take him Into tho 
firing line as soon os a discovery is 
reported. Day after day ho checks 
over maps and reports compiled by 
his geologists and field men, for there 
is nothing haphazard about his meth¬ 
ods. 

To use his own expression he is 
going to crack open the Canadian 
north west but it is going to be 
cracked open scientifically; mile by 
mile and acre by acre. 

"By using the aeroplane,” he told 
me, "we are going to do in live years 
what it would take fifty years to ac¬ 
complish in the ordinary way. Every 
prospecting party we place in the 
field will be able to cover as much 
ground as six parties working with¬ 
out planes. When you consider that 
our prospecting force alone will com¬ 
prise over 200 trained men you will 
get some idea of the possibilities 
pect to see a dozen new mining fields 
uluad of us. Within five years 1 ex- 
opened up in Manitoba, Ontario, and 
Quebec.” 

"I’m going to crack tt open," ho 
said. "I’m going to prove what geo¬ 
logists have l)een saying for years. 
1 am going to give the five best years 
of my life to this job of developing 
the north country.”
